The Shipwrecked Sailors from Samoa—Their 
Arrival Off San Francisco, 

W asuineTon, May 20.-Commander Walker, 

who 1s acting secretary of the navy, today re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Captain 
Farquhar, who commanded the Trenton: 
May 20.—Arrived, the steamer 
Rockton, bound for Mare island, with Captain 
Farquahar, Lieutenants Brown, Reamy, Scott, 
Passed Assstant Engineers Main, Galt, Matthews, 
Ciaplain, McAllister, Assistant Surgeon White, 
Bolton, McLaughlin, Carpenter Fern hid, Sailmaker 
Routwell of the ‘Trenton, Lieutenants Coulin, 
Wilson, Culver, Ensigns, Gibbons, Heath, Chief 
Engineer Greene, Passed Astistant Engineer Web» 
ier, Surgeon Harvey ofl the Vandalia, 
Eneien Fieid of the Nipsic, three hundred and three 
men irom the Trenton, and one hundred and forty 
one from the Vandalia, Seven officers and seventy~ 
six men were left at Samoato finfsh the work oi 
wrecking.

MATAAFA AND KIMBERLY. 


The King Wishes the Admiral to Act as 
Uwpire. 

San FRANCISCO, May 20.—Apia, Samoa, 
May 1.—| Copy righted 1430) by New York As- 
sociated Press. }-—The shipwrecked oflicers and 
crews of. the United States men-of-war— 
Trenton and Vandalia—leave here on the 
steamer Rockton today for Mare Island navy 
yard. The Rockton arrive d here from Sydney 
April 20th, and when she was first sighted out- 
side of the harbor, the Trenton and Vandalia 
sailors, who have been living in the barracks 
on shore since the storm, greeted her with 
loud cheering. Lieutenant Wilson, who ar- 
rived onthe Rockton, reported that he had 
found the greatest difliculty in chartering a 
vessel. Lie had fitted the vessel out with 
berths, mattresses and blankets to accommo- 
date 450 men, and had also taken in a sutftfi- 
cient quantity of coal and provisions. Admiral 
Kimberly decided to send away every man 
that the steamer could take. Then the work 
of loading the men and baggage on the Rock- 
ton commenced next day. All of the survivors 
of the Vandalia, including 8 officers and 142 
men, and 12 officers and S00 men from the 
Trenton, were sent aboard. Besides the ad- 
miral and his staff, 10 officersand 75 men re- 
fain here. Admiral Kimberly received the

! A few days after he had issued his proclama- 
tion advising the natives to give up the war, 

Maaiagl, April22—L. A. Kimberly, Admiral of 
the American fleet: Your kxceliency: 1 and the 
chiefs and councellors of my government at Mags 
dagi, paving consulted together today; the 22nd of 
April, 1889. We are highly pleased with the proc- 
lamation and kindness of the government of the 
United States, Itis beyond comparison and I am 
now able to understand it, Today, any desire for 
svar with our kindred at Luatuanum is fiuished. 
1 declare that the war which wes carried on te- 
tween this part Of SeibIeN and that part of Samoa is 
at an end, because I earnesfly desire that Samoa 
shou!d find a state of prosperity, and to give over to 
you the office of umpire between us both, and let us 
all work to the same ptu pose, Besides, 1 declare 
that the Samoans would escape danger if the United 
States alone were to-protect aud give their support 
to it, and be the sole master of ail Samoa without 
the interference ofany other power, for In years 
gone by we have been endeavoring to form a strong 
government on the basis of protection by the 
powers. Im consequence Samoa has 
been constantiy toro to pieces, apd many 
lives have been lost and the country 
has been brought down to a very low condition, 
On this account we are sure that the recurrence of

ADMIRAL KIMEERLY DECLINED 

to make the correspondence botween himself 
and Tamasese public, stating that it must first 


go before the department at Washington. An 


effort was made to obtain the correspondence 
hetween the admiral and Tamasese from Dr. 
Knapp, the German consul, but the latter de- 
clined to give it out for publication. Consul 
Knapp said he did not think that Admiral 
Kimberly’s g@roclamation would amount to 
anything, as the Samoans were an indifferent 
people, and Would read the proclamation once, 
and forget all about it afterwards. 

Dr. Steubel, the new German consul at 
Apia, arrived here on the steamer Lubeck, 
from Sydney, April 28th. 

The seventy-five men who remain here are 
in « hdatve of Lieutenant Commander Lyon. It 
is supposed they will cither be sent home in 
the course of another month or be transferred 
to anotherA merican war ship,which may arrive 
bere, The departureof the shipwrecked sailors 
18 greeted with a feeling of relief, as Apia is not 
large enough to accommodate such a number 
of men without great confusion resulting, and 
it has been feared that sources of illness might 
break out in the town owing to the crowded 
quarters of the men. 

A TALK WITH MATAAPFA, 

An Associated Press correspondent had a 
short interview a few days ago with Mataafa. 
Iie said his people were greatly pleased with 
the advice published in the admiral’s procla- 
mation and felt very grateful for the interest 
which the Americans had taker in their 
cause. The present war was a great hardship 
to the country, and the people wanted peace. 
They had no desire to fight Tamasese or the 
Germans. He said he would like to see the 
American government declare a protectarate 
over the Samoans. He thought that was the 
best way to avoid trouble, as the natives were 
continually fighting among themselves, when 
consuls of the United States, Germany and 
England had equal power. 

AFFIDAVITS HAD BEEN PREPARED 
under direction of Mataafa, which have been 
forwarded to the state department at Wash- 
ington in reference to the December battle, to 
be presented at the Berlin conference. These 
affidavits are made by Seumanu Tafa, chief of 
Apia, and governor of the Tuamasaga district, 
and by a number of other natives who were 
present during the fight. The witnesses de- 
clare that the Germans commenced the fight- 
ing, and killed one native and wounded an- 
other before a shot was fired by the Samoans. 
An attack was made by some of Tamasese’s 
men one week ago upon two natives belonging 
to the Mataafa party. The Mataafa men were 
passing a house at Talefa, a short distance 
from Tamasese’s camp, when a number of 
Tamasese men, concealed in the house, fired 
upon them. Both men were slightly wounded 
and succeeded in making their escape. A 
number of Mataafa’s warriors stationed in that 
vicinity were very much excited, and

upon Tainassese, but were pursuaded to use no 
violence, and to allow the incident to pass un- 
noticed. 


The natives have succeeded in recovering 
the rafe, containing $15,000, from the wreck of 
the German gunbeat Eber. Native divers are 
stiJl at work on the wreck of the Eber, making 
an effort to save the guns. Tke battery and 
other articles of value of the German cruiser 
Adler were taken ashore sometime ago. The 
rudder for the Nipsic, which Admiral Kimberly 
had made under his personal supervision, has 
been completed and placed in position, and itis 
probable that the Nipsic will startfor Auckland 
as soon as the Alert arrives here. The British 
man-of-war Rapid, which left here ten days 
ago, returned on 25th. .Her captain reported 
upon his return that he had been to Suawar- 
row, asmall island about 400 miles east of 
Samoa. He stated that the island was occu- 
pied several years ago by aresident of Auck- 
land for the purpose of raising cocoanuts and 
that at the latter’s request the Rapid had gone 
there and raised the British flag and formally 
annexed the islandas a part of the British 
possessions. 


ATLANTA A SAFE PLACE. 


Uncle Sam Sending Troops Here to Protect 
Their Health. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—The war department 
ofiicials confirm the report that part of the 
Fourth artillery at Boston has been ordered to 
exchange places with the Second artillery at 
A -lanta. They say, however, that the troops 
will not be exposed to yellow fever, as Atlanta 
is in a high belt and has been successfully used 
as @ point of refuge for troops in exposed 
southern stations during the fever outbreaks. 
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FOUR MEN KILLED 


And Seven Wounded in One Day Around 
Birmingham. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 20.—[Special.1— 
Four negroes killed and five or six wounded, 
some of them fatally, wastheresult of the 
fights at the mines near this city yesterday. 

At the Champion mines, on the mineral 
railroad, fifteen miles nerth of the city, Dan 
Green, a negro gambler, was shooting craps 
with a crowd of miners. He worked off a lot 
of counterfeit silver dollars on the miners, and 
when the character of the coin was discovered 
a fight followed. About fifty shots were fired. 
George Sap and Jasper Burnett, colored 
miners, were killed and several other miners 
wounded. Green was wounded, but made his 
escapo. 

In the woods near the Coalburg mines, ten 
miles from this city, a crowd of 
neyroes were shooting craps. A 
over the game ended in a fight, 
in which John Wesler was shot dead by some 
one unknown. Some of,the other players were 
slightly wounded. 

At Coa!burg. Matt Rogers, an ex-convict, 
was shot and killed by P. J. Stith, the prison 
warden. Rogers had a grudge against the 
warden for alleged mistreatment, while he 
was a convict and threatened to killhim. He 
called Stith to one side, saying he wanted to 


speak to him, and as the warden started to- 
ward him, Stith shot at him, and the warden 
promptly returned the fire, and shot the negro 
through the body, killing him almost in- 
stantly.

THE MEN WIIO GUIDE THE MURALS 
OF THE NATION 


HOLDING THEIR ANNUAL CONVENTIONS

The Presbyterians Still Debating Upon 
Points of Interest to Them—A 
Catholic Council. 

New Yorx, May 20.—In the Presbyterian 
general assembly teday, Dr. G. 8S. McGill, 
chairman of the standing committee on the 
board of missions for freedmen, made his re- 
port. He said there were 277 missionaries 
working uuder the board, of whom 202 were 
colored ; also, contributions to the work last 
year amounted to $134,450, an increase of 
°2,797 on the previous yeur. Tlie freedmen, 
themselves, gave $51,092 for various parts of 
the work. Dr. McGill said that although 
there was.a diversity of opinion among Pres- 
byterians in regard to the matter 
ofadministration in the missions for freedmen, 
they were allagreed that the work must be 
pushed. He suggested that in the future con- 
tributions be paid directly to the board, and 
moved that four members of the committee 
whose term of office expired, be re-elected, 
They were Rev. W, C. Burchard, Rev. George 
T. Purvis, R. C. Totten and S. P. Harbison. 

TUGGING IN THE SOUTH. 

Rey. Dr. Allen, {secretary of the fund for 
missions among the freedmen, spoke on the 
necessity for evangelical work among the col- 
ored race, 

‘In the south,” he said, ‘there are 1,840,558 
colored children of school age, and of this 
number only 805,585 attend school. There 
illiteracy is on the increase. It can be seen in 
the rapidly growing numbers of the illiterate 
voters, of whom unscrupulous politicians take 
undue advaniage. Itis the duty of America 
to care forthe negro. I have heard it sug- 
gested that they should be shipped to Africa, 
but as there are 8,000,000 of themin the United 
States,and as they are born at the rate of G0Ua 
day, 3i would be impossible to build ships 
enough for that purpose. The negro has 

COME TO STAY WITH US, 

and we must give him an education that will 
fit him for his dnty to God and man. His past 
has been a dark one. If he _ looks 
back twenty-five years, he sees no 
happy Christian home. He hears only 
the clank of the slave chain. If he looks 
back fifty years or ono hundred years, it is the 
Same, In lis race there is not even a family 
name. The holiness of the bond of marriage 
was unknown among the colored people for 
260 years. 

Much interest was added to Dr. Allen’s ad- 
dress when it was known that his grandfather, 
his father, aud himself 

WERE ALL SLAVE ‘OWNERS, 

The speaker then asked for ‘‘old Uncle Joe”’ 
Williams, an ex-slave, eighty-four years old, 
who addressed the assembly twenty years ago 
in Albany. He walked up to the plat- 
form and received an ovation. His expe- 
riences during slave days, told in negro 
dialect won the entire attention of the 
large audience. 

“Uncle Joe,”’ said that Presbyterian was 
the best religicn under heaven, and he couid 
not be anything else than a Presbyterian if he 
tried. 

B. J. Saunders, another colored man, and 
editor of the African-American Presbyterian, 
also spoke. Hesaid he set type and edited 
his paper himself, and worked to make his 
race all good Presbyterians. 

A resolution recommending the adop- 
tion of the report and recommendations 
of the standing committee of the board of mis- 
sions for freedmen was carried. 

Consideration of the clause in the report of 
the special committee on the same _ sub- 
ject which proposed to give to that 
committee full administrative powers, which 
was objected to by Rev. Dr. Hamlin, of Wash- 
ington, was left over till tomorrow morning. 
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THE SOUTHERN PRESBYTERIANS. 


Another Discussion Precipitated Over Dr 
Woodrow. 

CHATTANOOGA, May 20.—The general as- 
sembly of the southern Presbyterians met this 
forenoon. The standing committee on Sab- 
bath observance submitted -its report, which 
was,on the whole.encouraging. It denom- 
inated the greatest foes to the Sabbath Sunday 
trains, Sunday saloous and Sunday newspa- 
pers. Dr. George D. Armstrong, of Virginia, 
submitted thé report of the committee ap- 
pointed to revise the directory of worship, and 
asked that it might be docketed for future dis- 
cussion. The motion thatit be referred to a 
special committee was lost, and the report was 
docketed. 

NORTH AND SOUTH 

Motion that each member of the assembly be 
allowed five minutes’ time to discuss the re- 
port to be submitted tomorrow on the co-opera- 
tion of the northern and southern assemblies, 
excited considerable discussion, being opposed 
by a large number of delegates, who did not 
think any restriction should be placed upon 
the expression of opinions. The motion was 
finally adopted. 

Asheville, N. C., was selected as the next 

lace of meeting, Charleston, West Virginia, 

eing the second choice. 
THE WOODROW MATTER. 

Rey. E. J. Latham presented the report of 
the committee appointed to examine the min- 
utes of the synod of South Carolina. This re- 
port precipitated a warm discussion on Dr, 
Woodrow and evolution, which has been brew- 
ing since the beginning of this session. This 


committee recommended that the minutes be 


approved with one exception, and this related 
to the synod’s action with reference to 
the presbytery of Charleston, This 
presbytery, after the meeting of the last gen- 
eral assembly at Baltimore, passed a resolution 
announcing that the assembly had declared 
the views held by Woodrow, as tothe origin 
of Adam’s body, to be contrary tothe stand- 
ards of the church, that the decision of the as- 
sembly was conclusive, and that all further 
public contending against that decision 
should be ceased. The committee ap- 
pointed by the synod of South Carolina 
to examine the minutes of the Charleston 
presbytery, reported that the action of the 
presbytery in passing this resolution was ‘‘un- 
wise, irregular and unconstitutional,’”’ being 
an infringement of the rights of free thonght 
and free speech. The report was adopted by 
the synod. The committee of the general as- 
sembly, in iis report upon the minutes of the 
synod today. recommended: First, that the 
action of the synod iu regard to the Charleston 
presbytery be approved so far asit declares the 
action of the presbytery to be unwise. Second, 
that its action be disapproved, together with 
all its reasons, in so far as it declares the reso- 
lution of the presbytery to be irregular and 
unconstitutional. 

Rey. J. C. Whaling, of South Carolina, took 
the stand and moved a substitute for the report 
in the following resolution: 

Resolved by the general assembly, That the 
minutes of the synod of South Carolina be approved. 

This presented the two sides to Woodrow’s 
resolution. Rev. Mr. Whaling said he intro- 
duced the resolution mentioned in the Charles- 
ton presbytery before it was known that Dr. 
Woodrow and his friends would consent to 
obey the decision of the Baltimore assembly. 
Fle was surprised that the matter should have 
been brought into the assembly at 
all, and regretted that a purely 
secular and scientitic question should ever 
haye gotten into an ecclesiastical court. Wood- 
row, he said, had nothing to do with the mat- 
ter here, His particular case had been finally 
disposed of by the judgment of the gasembly, 
and Dr. Woodrow had submitted to that judg- 
ment. That decision, however, Mr.

KILLED HIS WIFE. 
A Deliberate Crime Committed by a Chatta- 
nooga Husband. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 20°—[Special. ;— 
A frightful tragedy occurred here this even- 
ing that for grim deviltry outdoes anything 
in the way of crime known here before. A 
short time ago Louis Bird, a weli known color- 
ed man of bad character, induced a bright 
young mulatto girl, the daughier ef an in- 
dustrious machinest, to elope with him. After 
some three months of a very unhappy married 
life, the girl discovered the worthless charac- 
ter of her husband and left him, going to the 
house of her parents. Today Bird went to 
the house, inl calling his wife to the door 
deliberatly stabbed her to death, and then cut 
his own throat. The mother of the unfortu- 
nate girl appearing on the scene at that mo- 
ment, the brutal murderer made an attempt 
on her life. From weakness he could not run 
after the woman, who turned, screaming to 
tlee, but seizing a huge rock,he huried it at her 
head, and immediately dropped to the ground.

Formation of a Club,

The Fourvh regiment of artillery was organ- 
ized by an act of congress in 1821 from the 
corps of artillery organized by an act of 1802 
from two regiments of artiilerists and engineers 
authorized by act of March 3, 1799, the second 
aid third regiments of artillery organized by 
act of Jannary 11, 1512, the regiment ot light 
artillery organized by act of April 12' 
and the ordnance departinent 
organized by act of February 8, 1815, and 
merged inthe artillery by act of March 2d, 
182}. The ordnance was separated from the 
artillery by acts of April, 1852, and July, 1838. 

That is the officia] record of its organization.

COLONEL CLOSSEN.

Henry W. ¢ Colonel Clossen is a West 
Point man, appointed from Vermont in Sep- 
tember, 1550. His rise in the service has been 
through all the grades. He was appointed 
captain of an infantry company in May, 1861, 
but declined the appointment and was, on the 
y, made captain in the First artillery 
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-In 1876 he was promoted to the rank of major 


of the Fifth artillery. Im 1883 he was made 
lieutenant colonel, and in 1888 colonel of the 
Fourth artillery. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Richard If. Jackson was 
brevetted a brigadier general of volunteers on 
March 18, 1865, He is a native of Lreland, and 
began his army experience as private in com- 
pany L., Fourth artillery, in 1851.. His last 
appoimtment, that to the position he now 
holds, was made in December, Lsss.

should a change of location be necessary; and that 
so much of the superintendent’s report as refers to 
tis matter, with acopy of this resolution, be trans- 
mitted to the general council.

The water in the reservoir has fallen three inches 
since the dry spell began, and the water from the 
Todd branch is 80 impure that it will not be turned 
into the reservolr, unless we are absolutely com- 
pélled to useit. I am satisfied that the events of 
the present summer will clearly establish that there 
should be no delay in the selection of a site and be- 
ginning the work on a new water supply, 

If my judgment is not further from the mark than 
usual, the near future will prove that it would be 
wisdom to stop all other improvements, such as 
paving the streets, and all other municipal work, 
excepting, pear the building of sewers, rather 
than delay further the construction of a large 
water supply for our city. We are also much 
short of the average distribution of other cities of 
the size of Atlanta. It is estimated that a city 
should have one mile of distributing water main 
to every one thousand inhabitants. From present 
prospects we shall close the year with less than half 
a mile to one thousand, as we will have but about 
thirty miles, and this including the pumping main 
from the works tothe city. The proper condition 
is (hat the works should have and always keep a 
capacity far ahead of the requirements of the city, 

Other progressive cities have gong far ahead of 
usin this respect, It was clearly proven during the 
Jackson fire thatthe main pipe was too small to 
carry a large volume of water, without a great 
amount of loss in friction; it was uoied that while 
there were from seven to eight fire streams 
being used early in the evening that a 
pressure of upward of 230 pounds at the 
pumps, was required to furnish satisfactory fire 
pressure in the city, and about 10 o’clock p. m.a 
better pressure was obtained atthe fire with 160 to 
170 pounds at the pumps, which. is proof conclusfve 
that the difference was lost in friction in the water 
main, 

The only object that I havein so freqnently and 
earnestly bringing this matter to your attention, is 
that whatever is to be done, should be done ere it is 
too late. 

Mayor Glenn glanced around the chamber 
as the clerk was reading the paper, and as the 
work was finished, said: 

‘I have one, too, which I desire read in this 
connection. Ithink the water supply of the 
city furnishes the most important question 
which we are called upon to deal with, and we 
should act intelligently and cautiously in de- 
termining what is best to be done. While I 
am convinced that no danger of an immediate 
failure of the supply threatens us, I am cer- 
tain that in the near future the increasing de- 
mand for water by a growing population and 
multiplying industries will require 
22 amount much greater than our 
present system can furnish, and it will 
be unwise On our part to waic until an emer- 
gency is upon us before we take the steps nec- 
essary to meet it. We cannot remain inactive 
in the face of the report of the superintendent 
of the water works and the recommendation 
of the water commissioners warning us of the 
inadequacy of our present works to meet the 
requirements which will soon be upon us. You 
did as a matter of fact determine to take action 
in this directionin January, when you made 
the my eer tohave the surveys made. 
in order, therefore, that we may have the 
benefit of the opinions of Intelligent gentle- 
men not connected with the city government, 
I recommend that you authorize the appoint- 
ment of seven citizens who shall act in con-

tion that the jury was unabie to say whether 
the drug was or was pot taken with suicidal 
The reason for the decision that he 
died from an ove rdose of the deadly drug was 
the finding of a partially filled phial of mor- 
phine on a little table in a corner of the room. 

This was overlooked in the examination 
Sunday night. 

ty the side of the phial were two glasses, 
the same that had been in his room ever since 
his removal there, and there was a little vessel 
ontaining sweet oil also found on the table. 

BUICIDE IMPROBABLE. 

From ail the circuinstances connected with 
the case, the idea of suicide is combated by 
those who knew him most intimately. He 
had made no threats of taking his own life, 
was gencrally cheerful, even while suffering 
from the effects of his exhausting affliction. 

Hic had been drinking a little during the 
past week, and on Friday afternoon was seen 
on the Georgia avenue dummy line going in 
the direction of the park. 

That was the last time he was ever seen in 
life. 

The safe was opened with little difficulty ; 
and the combination that he left on his desk 
was written in a steady, legible hand. The 
only difficulty was that he wrote “turn to the 
rigit’’ in one place, where it should have been 
“to the left,” a mistake that might have oc- 
curred with any one who wrote without a 
copy before hin.

THE WILL WAS FOUND, 

On two sheets of legal cap paper was written 
the last will and testament of A. B. Ash- 
worth. 

In that he directed that his insurance mon- 
ey, $2,000 in the Kentucky Mutual, and $5,000 
in the Providence Savings association, of New 
York, be collected immediately after his death 
and applied to conducting his monthly maga- 
gine, the Atlanta Medical and Surg cal Jour- 
nal. sa.long as the executor should deem tit to 
continue the same, or untila satisfactory saie 
of the same might be made. 

He placed particular stress on the collecting 
of the policy of the Kentucky Mutual, as this, 
with the other, had heen made payable to his 
estate. At first the Kentucky Mntual policy 
had been made payable to Mrs. Annie E. 
Ashworth, lis st pmother; but he had it 
chanved afterwards as payable to his estate. 

After settling all his debts, funeral expenses 
and cost of administration, the remainder of 
his estate was left to his stepmother in toto. 

The witnesses to the will were Dr. W. 5. 
Elkin, Dr. D. L. Cheatham and W. 3B. Fran- 
cis. The will was dated December 18, and Dr. 

. 8. Kendrick was named as the executor. 

A STRANGE PROVISION, 

With the insurance policies, which are de- 
clared by agentlemman who is conversant with 
insurance matters, non-forfeitable, the estate 1s 
worth not less than 510,000. 

Dr. Ashworth appointed Dr. W. 8S. Ken- 
drick as his executor, and in the last clause of 
the will he stated that he especially desired 
that so soon xecutor Was qualified that 


as thee 


‘he be relieved from ail responsibility to the 


courts, and he made it one of the express con- 
ditions of the will that the executor act just 
as the legatee would do in life. 

Butinthatsafe there was one document 
that bears out the supposition that he lived in 
hourly expectation of death. 

At the time the will was shown to the ex- 
ecutor, the latter laughed at the idea of Dr. 
Ashworth making him dictator of the estate. 
But Lr. Ashworth ins ted on the literal Ccon- 
struction of the language of the will. 

Since that time Dr. Kendrick has never seen 
the will until he discovered it in the 
yesterday afternoon. 

A FEW WILL. 

During the inquest there came notice that 
there was a new will, written since the one 
referred to, in which all of Dr. Ashworth’s 
money was bequeathed to another party. 

Diligent inquiry failed to establish the ex- 
istence of any such document, and there is no 
probability that it will ever be discovered.
